The  following  are  recollections  of 
Washington,  derived  from  repealed  op- 
portunities during  the  last  three  years 
of  his  public  life.  He  was  over  six 
leet  ill  stature,  of  strong,  bony,  mus- 
cular frame,  without  fullness  of  cov- 
ering, well  formed  and  straight.  lie 
was  a  man  of  most  extraordinary  phys- 
ical strength.  In  his  house  his  action 
was  calm,  deliberate  and  dignified, 
without  pretension  to  gracefulness  oi 
peculiar  manner,  but  merely  nauiral. 
and  such  as  one  would  think  it  should 
be  in  such  a  man.  When  walking  in 
the  street,  his  movements  had  not  the 
soldierly  air  which  might  be  expected. 
His  habitual  motions  had  been  formed 
long  before  he  took  command  of  the 
Ameiican  ai  mies,  in  the  wars  of  the 
interior,  and  in  the  surveying  of  wilder- 
ness lands,  employmeiit.s  in  which 
giBce  and  elegance  were  not  likely  to 
be  acquired. 

At  the  8ge  of  sixty-five,  time  had 
done  nothing  (oward  bending  hi.n  out 
of  his  naiiiral  ereclness.  His  deport, 
ment  was  invariably  grave,  it  was  so- 
briety that  stopped  short  of  sadness. 
His  presence  inspired  a  veneration  and 
a  feeling  of  awe,  rarely  experienced  in 
the  presence  of  any  man.  His  mode 
of  speaking  was  slow  and  deliberate, 
not  as  though  he  was  in  search  of  fine 
words,  but  that  he  might  utter  those 
only  adapted  lo  his  purpose.  It  was 
the  usage  of  all  persona  in  good  socie- 
ty, toatieiid  Mrs.  Washington's  levees 
every  Friday  morning.  He  was  always 
present.  The  young  ladies  used  to 
throng  around  him  in  conversation. — 
There  were  some  of  the  well  remem- 
bered belles  of  that  day  who  imagined 
themselves  lo  be  favorites  with  him. — 
.^s  these  were  the  only  opportunities 
they  had  of  conversing  with  him,  they 
were  disposed  lo  use  them.  One  would 
think,  that  a  grnileman  and  a  gallant 
soldier,  if  he  could  ever  laugh,  or  dress 
his  rounlenence  in  smiles,  would  do  so 
when  surrounded  by  youcig  and  admir- 
ing beauties.  But  this  was  nevet.'o  : 
the  couii tenance  of  Washington  never 
softened  or  changed  its  habitual  gravi- 

One  who  had  lived  always  in  his 
family  said,  that  his  manner  in  public 
lile  ivas  always  the  same.  Beinga.ik- 
ed  whether  Washington  could  laugh, 
this  peison  suid  that  this  was  a  rare  oc- 
currence, but  that  one  instance  was  re- 
membered, when  he  laughed  most  hear- 
tily at  her  narration  of  an  incident  in

He  understood  himself  to  be  visited  a.s 
the  President  of  the  United  Slates,  and 
not  on  his  own  account.  He  was  not 
to  be  seen  by  any  body  and  every  body: 
but  required  that  every  one  who  came 
should  be  introduced  by  his  secretary, 
or  by  some  gentleman  whom  ho  knew 
himself.  He  lived  on  the  south  side 
of  Market  street,  just  below  Sixth.— 
The  place  of  reception  was  the  dining 
room  in  the  rear,  twenty-five  or  thirty 
feet  in  length  iucludiiig  the  bow  pro- 
jecting into  the  garden.  Mrs.  Wash- 
ington received  her  visitors  in  the  two 
rooms  on  the  second  lioor,  from  front 
to  rear. 

At  three  o'clock,  or  at  any  time 
wiihin  a  quarter  of  an  hour  afterward 
the  visitor  was  conducted  lo  his  dining- 
room  from  which  all  seats  had  been 
removed  for  the  time.  On  entering,  he 
saw  the  tall  manly  figure  of  Washing- 
ton, clad  in  black  velvet,  his  hair  in 
full  dress,  powdered  and  gathered  be- 
hind in  a  large  silk  bag,  yellow  gloves 
on  his  hands,  holding  a  cocked  hat 
with  a  cockade  in  it,  ami  the  edge  adorn- 
ed with  a  black  fcaiher  about  an  inch 
wide.  He  wore  knee  and  shoe  buckles, 
and  a  long  sword,  with  a  finely  wrought 
and  polished  steel  hilt,  which  appeared 
at  the  left  hip,  the  coat  worn  over  the 
blade,  and  appeariug  froiii  under  the 
folds  behind.  The  scabbard  was  white 
polished  leather.

late  Gen.  Cobb  who  was  long  a  mem- 
ber of  his  family  during  the  War,  and

Mrs  Swisslielm,  the  editor  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Saturday  Visitor,  thus  discourses 
on  infidelity: 

The  Boston  Investigator,  an  infiilel 
paper,  comes  to  us  and  on  the  margin 
written,  "Mftdam,  please  exchange.'' 
With  great  pleasure,  Sir.  We  never 
saw  the  Investigator  but  once  before, 
and  that  was  ten  years  ago.  We  read 
it  carefully,  and  one  sentence  in  it  we 
never  shall  forget.  The  writer  n-as 
speaking  of  the  tendency  of  the  doctrine 
of  grace  to  licentiousness  — talking  of 
the  licensea  christian  might  feel  to  sin. 
because  of  his  hope  of  a  pardon  through 
a  Sa  vior,  and  boasting  of  the  superior 
morality  of  the  creed.  He  introduced 
the  negative  side  of  the  argument  in 
these  words:  "But  the  poor  infidel  lias 
no  God,  no  Heaven,  no  Jesus  Christ,  no 
Hell." 

No  words  ever  struck  us  with  .such 
benumbing  force.  What  a  poor  home- 
less orphan.  What  a  helpless,  desolate 
child. — A  man  without  a  God  lo  love 
or  heaven  to  hope  for — a  sinner  with- 
out a  Savior.  No  elaborate  description 
of  woe  unutterable  ever  conveyed  to 
our  minds  the  picture  of  despair  which 
dill  these  words.  We  never  said  "Our 
Father"  with  the  same  overwhelming 
meaning  —  with  the  same  overwhelming 
desire  to  be  acknowledged  as  a  childl 
Our  Father!  What  if  we  were  cast  in- 
to the  regions  of  space,  to  wanJer  a 
loose  alom,  without  any  centre  to  at- 
tract ns,  no  light  to  cheer  or  a  sun  to 
warm;  nothing  before,  our  world  be- 
hind, and  an  invisible,  irresistible, 
nothing  driving  us  thcncel  Oh!  the  dread 
horrors  of  such  a  situation!  No  hell,  no 
God,  no  heaven — and  the  universe  be- 
comes «  hell.  I'asl.  present,  and  to 
come,  around,  above,  below,  there  is 
nothing  but  the  blackness  of  despair,  a 
dreary  void,  a  sur.less  and  hopeless  fu- 
ture, what  greater  hell  can  any  body 
have?  Tile  poor  infidel  has  nothing 
else.  Since  that,  nothing  rational  or 
irrational,  has  ever  appeared  to  demand 
pity  like  the  man  who  has   no  God.

Directing  our  course  thither,  while  fet 
some  miles  from  it,  we  descend  a  steep 
slope  to  a  broad  terrace,  and  then  »n.

Coming  near  to  this  column,  our 
steps  are  arrested  on  the  margin  of  a 
vast  gulf,  fifteen  hundred  feet  deep,  and 
from  eigh t  to  ten  miles  in  circumfer- 
ence, whose  bottom  is  the  seat  of  the 
most  remarkable  volcano  on  the  globe  ; 
I  mean  Kihuca.  Wait  here  till  night 
closes  aroiiiirt  ne,  and  we  shall  witnes.s 
a  scene  of  awful  sublimity.  Over  the 
immense  area  of  that  gulf  will  the  vol- 
canic ngency  beneath  be  exerted.  Ever 
and  anon,  and  mingled  in  strange  dis- 
cord, will  hissings  and  groanings,  mut- 
teringsand  thunderings,  'oe  heard  roll- 
.ing  from  side  lo  side,  and  making  the 
earth  tremble  around.  Then  from  one 
and  another  volcanic  cone  —  perhaps 
from  fifty  —  will  the  glowing  lava  burst 
forth;  rod  hot  stones  will  be  driven 
furiously  upward;  vapor  and  smoke, 
and  flames  will  be  poured  out,  and  the 
dark  and  jagged  sides  of  that  vast  fur- 
nace will  glow  with  unearthly  splen- 
dor; and  hero  and^there  will  lakes  of  li- 
quid lava  appear,  one  or  more  miles  in 
extent,  heaving  up  their  billows,  and 
dashing  their  fiery  spray  high  into  the 
air.  O,  there  is  nut  on  earth  a  livelier 
emblem  of  the  world  of  dcspui<;  and 
yet  we  know  it  is  not  the  lake  which 
buineth  with  fire  and  brimstone,  nor 
the  abode  of  lost  spirits.  We  know  it 
to  be  only  one  of  the  safely- val ves  of 
our  globe,  and  an  exhibition  of  (hat 
mighty  agency  within  the  globe  which 
has  heaved  and  dislocated  itc  crust; 
and,  therefore,  as  we  gazed  upon  the- 
scene  and  forgot  our  fatigue  and  sleep, 
we  experience  only  (he  emoticms  ol 
awful  sublimity,  which  can  hardly  fail 
to  rise  into  adoration  of  that  infinite 
Being  who  can  say,  even  lo  this  a- 
gency  "Thus  far  shall  thou  go,  aiid  no 
larlher."' 

Still  more  awful,  is  often  the  scene 
presented  by  a  volcanic  eruption.  Im- 
agine yourselves,  for  instance,  upon 
one  of  the  wide,  elevated  plains  ol 
Mexico,  far  from  the  tea r  of  volc;iiiues. 
The  earlh  begins  to  quake  under  ymir 
leet,  and  the  most  alarming  subterra- 
nean noi.'ses  admonish  you  of  a  mighty 
power  within  the  eanli  that  must  soon 
have  vent.  You  flee  to  the  siirroiiiid- 
iug  mountains  .in  lime  to  see  square 
miles  of  the  plain  swell  up,  like  a  blad- 
der, to  the  height  of  five  hundred  feet, 
while  nunicruus  smaller  ones  lise  fiom 
the  surface  still  higher,  and  emit 
smoke;  and  in  their  midst,  six  iiiouii- 
lainsare  llirowu  up  to  ihc  height,  eome 
of  llicm  at  least,  ot  sixteen  hundred 
(eel,  and  poiir  forth  melted  lava,  turn- 
ing rivers  out  of  their  course,  and 
spreading  terrific  desolation  over  u  lute 
fertile  plain,  and  forever  excluding  i  is 
former  inhabitants.  Such  was  (he 
eruption,  by  uhicli  JoruUo,  in  Mexico, 
was  suddenly  llirowii  up  in  1707. 

Still  more  terrific  have  been  some  of 
the  eruptions  in  Iceland.  In  1(583, 
earthquakes  ol  tremendous  power  shook 
the  whole  island,  and  flames  burst  forth 
fiom  the  ocean.  In  June  these  ceased, 
and  Skaptur  Jokul  openod  its  moiidi; 
nor  did  il  close  till  in  had  poured 
foiili  two  slreams  ol  lava,  one  sixty 
miles  long,  and  seven  broad,  and  both 
w  ith  an  average  thickness  of  one  huii- 
lired  lee;.  During  that  summer  ihe  iii- 
iiabitaiiis  saw  the  sun  no  more,  and  all 
Europe  was  covered  with  a  lia/e. 

Around  the  Papandayung,  one  of  ihc 
lol.iest  mountains  in  Java,  no  li-s.s 
than  forty  villages  were  reposing  in 
peace.  But  in  August,  1772,  a  re- 
markable luminous  cloud  enveloping  US 
top  aroused  them  from  their  serurily. 
Bui  il  was  too  late.  For  al  once  the 
mountain  began  to  >ink  into  the  eanli, 
and  soon  il  had  disappeared  with  the 
forty  villages,  and  most  of  the  iidi.ib- 
itants,  over  a  space  filieen  inile->  long, 
and  six  broad.  I 

Still  more  exiraordinary  —  the  most 
remarkable  on  recjrd  —  was  an  eruption 
in  Suinbawa,  one  of  the  Molucca  Is- 
lands, in  1815.  It  began  on  ihe  5ih 
day  of  April,  and  did  no',  cease  till

■country  has  been  exceeding!  v  depres.sed 
I  lor  a  number  of  years  past,  the  furnaces 
iBnd  rolling  mills  in  Ihe   vicinity  of 
Ironton  have   been  doing  a  profitable 
business,   and  are    iiow   paying  their 
i  way.  though  not  making   much  motiey. 
lowing  to   over-production.    There  ara 
jnowinthe  iron  region   of    Ohio  and 
Kentucky,  of  which   the  Register  as- 
sumes Ironton  to  be   the  centre  (but 
■which  will    probably   he  disputed  by 
Porismouth,  Ohio,   and  more  probably 
by  Greenupsburg,  Ky.)   3G  fu  maces.  — 
A  large  number  of   the  proprietors  of 
these   establishments   recentlv   Jield  n 
consultation  nnd  resolved  to  reduce  the 
make  of  iron  at  their  respective  furna. 
jces  40  per  cent,  the  agreement  nDljto 
Igointoeflecl   till   aissented  to  by  ihs 
I  pro.prieiors  of  at  leest  30  furnBceg'. 
I     Tiio  Register  draws  a  flattering  pic- 
ture of  the  future  prfrspecls  of  Ironloii. 
This  place,  so  new   that  it  is  unknown 
to  geographers,  having  literally  emerged 
from  the  woods  in  the  last  two  years,  is 
now  a  flourishing  town  of  some  twelve 
or  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants,  and  rap- 
idly increasing,  situated  on    the  Ohio 
side  of  the  Ohio  river,  about  10  miles 
above  Greenupsburg,  Ky..  and  30  miles 
jabove  Portsmouth,  0.     I:  is  well  hmlt 
for  a  new   place,  and  gives  promise  of 
becoming  an  imporiant  iron  mart.  It 
has  already  thrown    out  a    railroad  to 
accomodate  the  iron  region  in  its  rear, 
which   will  intersect  the  .Scioto  and 
Hocking  valley   railroad,   which  runs 
from  Portsmouth  to  Jackson  and  thence 
to  a  point  of  intersection  with  the  Cin- 
cinnaii  rnd  Maiictta  railroad,  afi'ording 
lo   Keniucky  the  slioviest  connections 
with  Philadelphia  and  ljullimore. 

No  portions  of  the  United  Stales 
possess  greater  facilities  for  ihe  manu- 
faciure  of  iron,  than  those  portion..!  of 
Kentucky  and  Ohio  borderine  on  iho 
Ohio  river  in  the  rear  of  Greeupsburg 
and  Iroiiion.  The  supplies  of  ore  and 
of  coal,  both  mineral  and  charred,  nrn 
inexhaustible.  And  the  qualiiy  of  the 
ore  is  so  superior,  that  the  metal  made 
from  it  commands  from  iluee  to  fiva 
dollars  per  ton  more  than  the  Pennsvl- 
vania  icon,  tmil,  while  il  is  profitably 
shipped  to  Pitlsbtirgh,  can  be  lorwtrd- 
ed  al  less  cost  to  the  marketfi  down  the 
ri  ver. 

We  are  giail  to  find  (says  the  .'Vmeri- 
an  Railroad  Journal)  amid  llie  general 
distress,  one  bright  spot.  But  suc- 
cess here  is  owing  more  lo  the.  remar- 
knble  facilities  for  cheap  maiiufactiire, 
than  to  the  price  obtiiiued.  Yet  this 
IS  a  vast  advuntage  lo  ihe.  consunierF, 
since  il  affords  them  a  better  arlrcle  at 
lower  rates  than  inferior  articles  ob- 
tained elsewhere.

A  -BROCKE.V  SPECTRE. 

On  Sunday,  Sept.  15th,  there  occured, 
five  or  six  mites  north  east  from  Har-  ; 
wick,  N.  B.,  a  striking  example  of  un- 1 
equal  refraction.     Al   about  a  quarter  i 
past  five  in  the  morning,  Ihe  figure  of  a  i 
man  was  seen  quite  distinctly  walking! 
in  the  air,  at  a  very  considerable  eleva-  j 
tion  above  the  ground.     A  man  and  boy' 
walking  together  first   noticed  the  ap- ; 
pearance  ;  and   in  about    ten  minutes  I 
after  they  had  seen  it,  pointed  it  to  a  I 
third   person.      The  representation  is 
described  as  being  that  of  an  old-man, 
dressed  in  dark  colored  clothes,  and  an 
old  feshioned  broad  bonnet,  with  a  walk- 
ing slick  in  his  hand — and  when  first 
seen,  appearing  10  be  a  half  a  mile  dis- 
tant, and  magnified  to  eight  or  ten  feet 
in  height.    The  figure  was  so  distinct 
that  the  nose  and  other   features  were 
seen  ;  and  every  motion  made  in  walk- 
ing— such  as  the  flapping  of   the  coat 
tails,  the  hind  ling  of  the  slick,  stooping 
as   if  to  pick   up  something   from  the 
liround,    taking   olf    the    bonnet  and 
wiping  ihe    forehead — was  as  plainly 
exposed  as    if  performed    by   a  man 
walking   on    terra    firma   and  at  the 
same  apparent  liistancc. 

When  first  seen,  Ihe  object  was 
nearly  due  east,  elevated  at  about  an 
angle  of  twenty  degrees,  and  exposed 
against  the  clear  morning  sky,  lit  up, 
as  it  was  by  the  rays  of  the  approach- 
ing sun.  The  observers  occupied  a 
position  of  very  considerable  allitude, 
and  which  affords  an  uninterrupted 
view  across  the  country  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  miles,  when  it  is  closed  by  the 
Ciieviot  Mountains,  which  lay  direct- 
ly in  the  range  of  the  object,  Ihouzh 
far  below  it.  The  course  puisued  by  the 
serial  man  was  northeast  eriy  and  des- 
cending; so  that  at  on"!  lime,  he  gradually 
dis.nppearcd  altogether — the  head  and 
siioulders  remaining  in  view  some 
time  after  the  lower  parts  had  van- 
ished. After  the  spectators  had  walk- 
ed on  about  half  n  mil.i  fariher,  how- 
ever, their  course  lying  north  west,  the 
phenomena  agnin  became  distinctly 
visible — and  as  they  had  been  ascending, 
so  it  appearerl  correspondingly  higher 
above  the  horizon.  It  was  then  fol- 
lowed by  a  dog  —  «-hich  however,  from 
distortion  or  some  other  cause,  could 
scarcely  be  distinguished  from  a  sheep, 
only  its  ears  appeared  larger  and  more 
erect.  All  this  lime  there  never  ap- 
peared any  ground  along  with  the  fig- 
ure, svhich  stalked  with  long  leisurely 
strides  athwart  the  clear  sky,  and  when 
last  seen,  and  when  it  had  descended 
nearer  lo  the  horizon,  became  tinged  of 
a  lurid  red  by  the  rays  of  the  sun,  and 
appeared  cut  in  two  by  a  st.ipe  of  red 
cloud.  From  first  to  last,  the  spec- 
tacle was  seen  for  about  the  space  of 
half  an  hour — and  when  in  view  the 
second  time,  it  appeared  to  be  much 
farther  off  than  at  first  — perhaps  about 
two  miles  distant — and  minutely  visi- 
ble. There  would  appear  to  have  been 
soiTie  optical  illusion  or  misconception 
as  to  the  distance  of  the  object  and 
nothing  as  yet  is  known  of  its  corpo- 
real rcpresenative.

Died,  —  In  Riisselville,  Logan  Co., 
on  the  27lh  uliirao,  Mr.  James  Barxes. 
a  native,  and  for  many  years,  a  resident 
of  Bardslown.  Having  never  been  ac- 
quainted v.-ith  the  deceased,  I  can  slata 
only  whal  I  have  learned  from  oihers. 
The  gentleman  who  has  informed  me  of 
his  de.-ilh  appears  to  have  known  him 
well.  He  writes  lhat  Mr.  Barnes  fre- 
quenlly  visited  him,  often  talked  to 
him  of  his  mother  and  sister,  'lhat 
in  his  sickness — of  about  a  week'* 
conlinuance— he  received  the  best  at- 
tention from  the  physicians  and  citizens 
generally,  by  whoin  he  was  highly 
thought  of.  He  was  buried  — he  adds: 
on  the  following  evening  ;  Rev.  Mr. 
Botlomley  attended  lo  the  funeral  ser- 
vices, and  he  nas  followed  lo  the  grave 
by  a  large  number  of  our  citizens. — 
Such  is  the  brief  account  communica- 
ted to  me  by  this  friend.  From  some 
of  the  citizens  here  I  learn  that  he  wa« 
an  industrious  tmiable  person,  esteem- 
ed and  beloved  by  those  who  knew  him; 
of  a  large  and  liberal  heart  ;  quiet  and 
orderly  in  his  deportment ;  minding  hi» 
own  bu.«in«5S  and  not  intermddling  in 
the  affairs  of  oihers.  He  was  aged 
about  31. 

How  true  it  is  "that  in  the  midst  of 
life  we  are^in  deiith.''  The  thoughtful 
and  wise  among  men  know  how  lo  im- 
prove cve.iis  of  this  kind;  "but  iha 
wicked  will  do  wickedly,  and  none  of 
the  wicked  will  understand.'  or  lay  Ihem 
to  heart,  but  w  ill  follow  one  another, 
like  poor,  silly  sheep,  take  a  leap  in 
ihe  dark,  as  they  term  it,  and  precipi- 
tate themselves  into  the  pit  of  destruc- 
tion !

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE. 

This  is  a  first  raie  document.  After 
giving  an  account  of  the  events  of  the 
Cuban  invasion,  and  speaking  in  jusi 
condemnation  of  that  'outrage,  the 
President  sun;s  iip  the  Wiiig  doctrine 
as  follows  ; 

Friendly  relations  with  all,  but  en- 
tangling alliances  with  none,  has  long 
been  a  maxim  with  us.  Our  true  mis- 
lion  is  not  to  propagate  our  opinions, 
oir  impose  upon  other  countries  our 
form  of  government  by  artifice  or  force, 
"but  to  teach  by  example,  arid  show  by 
our  success,  moderation  and  justice, 
the  blessings  of  self  government  and  the 
advantages  of  free  institutions.  Let 
evprv  people  choose  for  itself,  and 
make  and  alter  its  political  institutions 
to  suit  its  own  condition  and  conve- 
nience. But,  while  wc  ovow  and  main- 
tain this  iieutrjj  policy  ourselves,  we 

•  re  anxious  to  see  the  same  foibeatance 
on  the  part  of  otiier  nations,  whose 
forms  of  government  are  different  from 
our  own.  The  deep  interest  which  we 
feel  in  the  spread  of  liberal  principles 
and  the  establishment  of  free  govern- 
ments, and  the  spinpathy  with  which 
wc  witness  every  struggle  against  op- 
pression, forbid  that  we  should  be  in- 
difTerent  to  a  case  in  which  the  strong 
arm  of  a  foreign  power  is  invoked  to 
stifle  public  sentiment  and  repress  the 

•  pirit  of  freedom  in  any  country. 

\V«  have  room  only  for  a  few  ex- 
tracts on  the  main  topics  of  the  mes- 
aage. 

The  governments  of  Great  Britain 
and  France  have  issued  ord.^rs  to  their 
uaval  commanders  on  the  West  India 
Btation  to  prevent  by  force,  if  necessary, 
the  landing  of  adventurers  from  any 
nation  on  the  Island  of  Cuba  with  hos- 
tile intent.  The  copy  of  a  memoran- 
dum of  a  conversation  on  the  subject 
between  the  Charge  d'AfTaites  of  her 
Britanic  Majesty  and  the  Acting  Sec- 
retary of  State,  and  of  a  subsequent 
note  of  the  former  to  the  Department 
of  State,  are  herewi ill  submitted  toge til- 
er with  a  copy  of  a  note  of  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  State  to  the  Minister  of  the 
French  republic,  and  of  the  reply  of 
the  latter  on  the  same  subject.  These 
papers  will  acquaint  you  with  the 
grounds  of  this  interposition  of  the 
two  leading  commercial  powers  of  Ea 
rope, and  with  the  apprehensions,  which 
this  government  could  not  fail  to  enter- 
tain, that  such  interposition,  if  carried 
Into  effect,  might  lead  to  abuses  in  de- 
rogation of  the  inari  time  righ  ts  of  the 
United  Slates.  The  maritime  rights  of 
the  United  States  are  founded  on  a  firm, 
secure,  and  well-defined  basis;  they 
stand  upon  the  ground  of  National  In- 
dependence and  public  law,  and  will 
be  maintained  in  their  full  and  just  ex- 
tent. 

The  principle  which  this  Government 
has  heretofore  solemnly  announced  it 
ati.'l  adheres  to,  and  will  maintain  un- 
der all  circumstances  and  a  tail  hazards. 
That  principle  is,  that  in  every  regular- 
ly documented  merchant  vessel,  tlie 
crew  who  navigate  it,  and  those  on 
board  of  it,  will  find  their  protection 
in  the  flag  which  is  over  them.  No 
American  ship  can  be  allowed  to  be 
visited  or  searched  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaini  ng  the  cha racter  of  indi  viduals 
on  board,  nor  can  there  be  allowed  any 
watch  by  the  vessels  of  any  foreign 
nation  over  American  vessels  on  the 
coasts  of  the  United  Stat  s  or  the  eeas 
adjacent  thereto.  It  will  bo  seen  by 
the  last  communication  fiom  the  British 
Charge  d'Affaires  to  the  Department  of 
Slate,  that  he  is  authorized  to  assure 
the  Secretary  of  State  that  every  care 
will  he  taken  that,  in  executing  the  pre- 
▼  entive  measures  against  the  expedi- 
tions  which  the  U.  States  Goternment 
itself  denounced  as  not  entitled  to 
the  protection  of  any  govcrnnieu t,  no 
inlerlerence  shall  take  place  with  the 
lawful  commerce  of  any  nation. 

In  addition  to  the  correspondence  on 
this  subject  herewith  submitted,  official 
information  has  been  received  at  the 
Department  of  Slate,  of  assurances  by 
the  French  government  that,  in  the  or- 
ders given  to  the  French  naval  forces, 
they  were  expressly  instructed,  in  any 
operations  thny  might  engage  in,  to 
respect  the  flag  of  the  United  Slates 
wherever  1 1  might  appaar,  and  to  com- 


mit no  act  of  hostility  upon  sny  vessel 
or  armament  under  its  protection.  *  » 

Sy  reference  to  the  Report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Trea.sury,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  aggregate  receipts  for  the 
last  fiscal  year  a:noimti.-d  to  852.312,- 
979  87  ;  which,  witli  the  balance  in 
the  Treasury  on  the  1st  of  July,  1850, 
gave,  ts  the  available  means  for  the 
year,  the  sum  of  S0S,917,524  37.

Since  the  1st  of  December  last  the 
payments  in  cash  on  account  of  the 
public  debt,  exclusive  of  interest,  have 
amounted  to  87,501,450  56  ;  which 
however,  includes  the  sum  of  63,242,- 
400  paid  under  the  12lh  article  of  the 
treaty  with  Mexico,  and  the  further 
sum  of  §2.591,213  45,  being  the 
amount  of  awards  to  American  citizens 
under  the  lute  Uealy  wii/i  Mexico,  for 
which  the  i^sue  of  slock  was  author- 
ized, but  which  was  paid  in  c.ish  Irom 
the  Treasury.  The  public  debt  on  the 
20th  ultimo,  exclusive  of  tiie  stock  au- 
tl.orlzed  to  be  issued  to  Texas  by  the 
act  of  9ih  September,  1850,  was  SC2,- 
560,395  26. 

The  value  'of  our  domestic  exports 
for  ,the  last  fiscal  year,  as  compared 
with  those  of  the  previous  year,  exhib- 
it an  increase  of  853,646,322.  At 
first  view  this  condition  of  our  trade 
with  foreign  nations  would  seem  to 
present  the  most  fiattering  hopes  of  its 
future  pro.-iperity.  An  examination  of 
the  details  of  our  exiioris,  however, 
will  show  that  the  increased  value  of 
our  exports  for  the  last  fiscal  year  is  to 
be  found  in  the  high  price  of  cotton 
which  prevailed  during  the  first  half  of 
that  year,  which  price  has  since  de- 
clined about  one-half. 

The  value  of  exports  of  breadstuffs 
and  provisions,  which  ilwas  supposed 
the  incentive  of  a  low  tariff  and  large 
importations  from  abroad  would  have 
greullv  augmented,  has  fallen  from 
868,704.921,  in  IS17,  to  826,051  373 
in  18.30.  and  to  821,943,653  in  1851. 
with  a  strong  probability,  amounting 
almost  to  a  cersainly,  of  a  siill  further 
reduction  in  the  current  year. 

The  aggregate  values  of  rice  export- 
ed during  ihe  last  fiscal  year,  as  com- 
pared with  the.  previous  year,  also  ex- 
hibits a  decrease  amouiiling  to  8460,- 
916,  which,  with  a  decline  in  the  val- 
ues of  the  exports  of  tobacco  for  the 
same  period,  makean  aggregate  decrease 
in  these  two  articles  of  81.156,751. 

The  policy  which  dictated  a  low  rate 
of  duties  on  foreign  :nerchandise,  it 
was  thought  by  those  who  promoted 
and  esinblished  it,  would  tend  to  ben- 
efit the  farm ing  popuU  lion  of  the  coun- 
try, by  increasing  the  demand  and  rais- 
ing-'tlie  price  of  agricul  lural  products  in 
foreign  markets. 

Tfee  foregoing  facts,  however,  seem 
to  show  inronleslibly  that  no  such  re- 
sult has  followed  the  adoption  of  this 
policy.  On  the  contrary,  notwith- 
standing the  repeal  of  the  resrictive 
corn  laws  in  England,  the  foreign  de- 
mand for  the  products  of  the  American 
farmer  ha.'<  s!eadily  d<  dined,  since  the 
short  crops  and  consequent  famine  in  a 
portion  of  Europe  have  been  happily 
replaced  by  full  rrops  and  compa rati ve 
abundance  of  food.    •    •    «    »  * 

In  my  last  annual  message,  to  which 
I  respectfully  refer,  I  staled  briefly  the 
reasons  which  induced  me  to  recom-  | 
mend  a  modification  of  the  present  tar-  | 
iff,  by  convening  llie  advalorem  into  a' 
specific  (tuty,  wherever  the  article  iin- j 
ported  was  of  such  a  character  as  io 
permit  it,  and  thatsuch  a  discrimina- 
tion should  be  made,  in  favor  of  the  in- 
dustrial pursuits  of  our  otvn  country, 
as  to  encourage  home  proiluclioii  with- 
out excluding  foreign  competition. 

The  numerous  frauds  which  contin- 
ue to  he  practised  upon  the  revenue,  by 
false  invoices  and  umlervulualions, 
coiisli  lute  an  unanswerable  reason  for 
adopting  specific  instead  of  ad  valorem 
duties  ill  all  cases  where  the  nature  of 
the  commodity  does  not  forbid  it,  K 
striking  illustration  of  these  frauds  will 
be  exhibited  in  the  Report  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Trca.iury,  showing  the  cus- 
tom-house valuation  of  articles  import- 
ed under  a  former  law  subject  to  speci- 
fic duties,  when  there  was  no  induce- 
ment to  undervaluation,  and  the  cus- 
tom-house valuation  of  the  same  ar- 
ticles, under  the  present  system  of  ad 
valorem  duties,  so  greatly  reduced  as  to 
leave  no  doubt  of  the  existence  of  the 
most  flagrant  abuses  under  the  existing 
laws.  This  practical  evasion  of  the 
present  law,  combined  with  the  lan- 
guishing condition  of  some  of  the  great 
interests  of  the  country,  caused  by 
over  importations  and  consequent  de- 
pressed prices,  and  with  the  failure  in 
obtainii'g  a  foreign  market  for  our  in- 
creasing surplus  of  breadstufis  and 
provisions,  has  induced  me  again  to 
recommend  a  modificaiion  of  the  exist- 
ing tariff.  »•*»»•• 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  gave 
briefly  my  reasons  for  believing  that 
you  possessed  the  conslitutional  power 
to  improve  the  harbors  of  our  great 
lakes  and  seacoast,  and  the  navigation 
of  our  principal  rivers,  and  recommend- 
ed that  appropriations  should  be  made 
for  completing  such  works  as  had  al- 
ready been  commenced,  and  for  com- 
mencing such  others  as  might  seem  to 
the  wisdom  of  Congress  to  be  of  pub- 
lic and  general  importauco  Without 


repeating  the  reasons  then  urged,  I  deem 
it  mv  dutv  again  to  call  your  attention 
to  this  important  subject.  The  works 
on  many  of  the  harbors  were  left  in  an 
unfinished  state,  and  consequently  ex- 
posed to  the  action  of  the  elements, 
which  is  fast  destroying  them.  Great 
numbers  of  lives  and  vast  amounts  of 
properly  arc  annually  lost  for  want  of 
safe  and  convenient  harbors  on  the 
lakes.  None  but  ihose  who  have  been 
exposed  to  that  ddngerniis  navigati.in 
can  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of 
ihissubject.  The  whole  northwest  ap- 
peals to  you  for  relief,  and  I  trust  their 
appeal  will  receive  due  consideration 
a  I  y  0  u  r  h  a  n  d  s .      *     *     *     *     *     *  j 

It  i.i  deeply  to  ho  regretted  that  in 
several  iusiances  officers  oflhe  Govern- 
ment, in  attempting  to  execute  Ihe  la* 
for  ihe  return  of  fugitives  from  labor, 
have  been  openly  resisted,  and  'heir  ef- 
forts frustrated  and  defeated  by  lawless 
and  violent  mobs,  that  in  one  case  such 
rfsislance  resulted  in  ihe  death  of  an 
eslimable  citizen,  and  in  other.?,  serious 
injury  ensued  to  those  ofiicers  and  to 
individuals  who  were  using  their  en- 
deavois  to  susiain  the  laws.  Prosecu- 
tions have  been  instituted  against  the 
alleged  offenders,  so  far  as  they  could 
be  identified,  and  are  still  pending.  1 
havereaarded  it  as  my  duly,  in  these 
cases,  to  give  all  aid  legally  in  my  pow- 
er, to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws,  and 
I  shall  con.inue  to  do  so  wherever  and 
whenever  their  execution  may  be  resis- 
ted 

The  act  of  Congress  for  the  return  of 
fugitives  from  labor  is  one  required  and 
demanded  by  the  express  woids  of  the 
Constituiion. 

The  Constitution  declares,  "That  no 
person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one 
State,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping 
into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of 
any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  dis- 
charged from  such  service  or  labor,  but 
shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the 
party  to  whom  such  service  or  labor 
may  be  due.  '  This  conslitutional  pro- 
vision is  equally  obligatory  upon  the 
Legislative,  the  Executive,  and  Judici- 
al Df|iartmenls  of  the  Government,  and 
upon  every  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Congress,  however,  must,  from  ne- 
cessity, first  act  upon  the  subject,  by 
prescribing  the  proceedings  necessary 
to  ascertain  that  ihe  person  is  a  fugitive, 
and  the  means  to  be  used  for  his  restor- 
aiion  to  the  claimant.  This  was  done 
by  -Til  act  passeil  during  the  first  term 
of  Presiileiit  Washington,  which  was 
amended  by  that  enacted  by  the  last 
Congress,  and  it  now  remains  for  the 
Executive  and  Judicial  Departments  to 
take  care  thit  these  laws  be  faithfully 
executed.  This  injunction  of  ihe  Con- 
stitution is  as  peremptory  and  as  bind- 
ing as  any  other;  it  stands  exactly  on 
the  same  foundation  as  that  clause 
which  provides  for  ihe  return  of  fugi- 
tives from  justice,  or  that  which  de- 
clares that  no  bill  of  attainder  or  ex 
POST  FACTO  law  shall  be  passed,  or  that 
which  provides  for  an  equality  of  tax- 
ation, according  to  ihe  census,  or  the 
claus-;  declaring  that  all  duties  shidl  be 
uniform  ihrougliout  the  United  Stales, 
or  the  important  provision  that  the 
trial  of  all  crimes  shall  be  by  jury, — 
These  sever.il  articles  and  clauses  of  the 
Consti ; ution,  all  resting  on  the  same 
authority,  must  stand  or  fall  together. 
Some  objections  have  been  urged  against 
the  details  of  ihe  act  for  the  return  of 
fugitives  from  labor  ;  but  it  is  worthy 
of  remark  that  the  main  opposition  is 
aimed  against  the  Constitution  itself, 
a:;d  proceeds  from  persons  and  classes 
of  persons,  many  ol  whom  declare  their 
wish  to  see  that  Constilution'overturn- 
ed.  Thev  avow  their  hosiiliiy  to  any 
law  which  shall  give  full  and  practical 
effect  to  tliis  requirement  of  the  Con- 
stitution. Fyrtunalely,  ihe  number  of 
the.-.e  persons  is  comparatively  small, 
and  is  believed  to  he  daily  diminisihiiig; 
but  the  issue  which  they  present  is  one 
which  involves  the  supremacy  and  even 
the  existence  of  the  Constituiion. 

Cases  have  heretofore  arisen  in  which 
individuals  have  denied  the  binding 
authority  of  acts  of  Congress,  and  even 
States  have  proposed  to  nullify  such 
acts,  upon  the  ground  that  the  Consii- 
lulion  was  the  Supreme  law  of  the  land, 
and  that  tnese  acts  of  Congress  were 
repuajiiant  to  that  instrunienl  ;  but  niiliifica- 
timi  is  ni>.v  aimed,  not  so  innch  ajniiist  par- 
liciilar  laws  a<  lieine  inconsistent  wiln  llieCon- 
stitiition  ,  as  ngiinst  the  Cjnstitntion  itself; 
and  it  is  not  to  bi?  il;st;iiised  that  a  spirit  ex- 
ists anil  has  been  actively  at  worii  to  vend  a- 
sunder  this  Union,  which  is  our  cherished  in- 
heritance from  our  revolulionarv  fathers. 

In  my  lasi  annual  message  1  stated  that  I 
considered  the  series  of  measures,  which  had 
been  adopted  at  the  previous  session,  in  refer- 
enee  to  the  agitation  growing  out  of  Ihe  Ter- 
ritorial and  slavery  questions,  as  a  final  settle- 
ment in  principle  and  substance  of  th*  danger- 
ous and  exciting  subjects  which  they  embraced; 
and  I  recommended  adherence  to  the  ailjust- 
ment  established  by  those  mcrsures,  until  time 
and  expirricnce  siinuld  demonstiate  Ihe  neces- 
sity of  further  legjislalion  to  guard  against 
evasion  or  ohnsc.  I  was  not  induced  to  make 
tiiis  recommendation  because  I  thought  Ihose 
measures  perfect,  lor  no  human  iesislation  can 
be  perfect.  Wide  differences  and  jarring  opin- 
ions can  only  be  reconciled  by  yielding  s"me- 
Ihin?  on  all  sides,  and  this  result  had  been 
reached  after  an  ancry  conflict  ol  many  months, 
in  which  one  part  of  the  country  was  arrayed 
against  another,  and  violent  convulsion  seemed 
to  be  imminent,  fjooliing  at  Ihe  interests  of 
the  whole  country,  I  fell  it  to  be  my  duty  to 
seize  upon  tliis  Coinj)rotni.se  as  the  best  thnt 
coutd  be  obtained  amid  conflicting:  interests, 
and  to  insist  upon  it  as  a  final  settleoi'nt,  to 
be  adhered  to  by  all  who  value  the  pence  and 
welfare  of  the  country  , 

A  year  has  now  elapsed  since  that 
recommendation  was  made.  To  that 
recommendation  I  still  adhere,  and  I 
congratulate  you  and  the  country  upon 
the  general  acquiescence  in  these  meas- 
ures of  peace,  which  has  been  exhibi- 
ted in  all  parts  of  the  Republic.  And 
not  only  is  there  this  general  acquiesc- 
ence in  these  measures,  bat  the  spirit 


of  conciliation  which  has  been  mani- 
fested in  regard  to  them  in  all  p.irts  of 
ihe  country,  has  removed  the  doubts 
and  uncertainties  in  the  minds  of  thou- 
sands of  good  men  concerning  the  du- 
rability o(  our  popular  institutions,  and 
given  renewed  assurance  thai  our  Lib- 
erty and  our  Union  may  subsist  togeth- 
er for  the  benefit  of  this  and  all  suc- 
ceeding genera  ions.
